Chicago Soon 

After half a century of arduous 
work in priesthood, Rev. Father 
Peter Hanley, C. I’., retires this 
i week as head of the monastery 
: of the Passionist Order in Sierra 
Madre. He will return at once to 
the Chicago headquarters of the 
j western providence. 

News of the prospective depar¬ 
ture of Father Peter brought a 
pang of regret to every one who 
1 has shared the wealth of his 
friendship in Sierra Madre. And 
that meant everyone with whom 
j he has had contact, without re- 
; spect to race or creed. 

When the local parish of St. 
Rita’s Catholic Church hail grown 
under the guidance of Father 
Woodcutter to the point where it 
was more of a burden than one 
i man could carry, it was decided 
I to place the parish in charge of 
a community of one of the orders. 
The Passionist Order was selected 
for the responsibility and Father 
Peter was its first representative 
to preside over the parish. That 
! was almost exactly four years 
ago, and the parish services were 
being conducted in the parochial 
school building. 

When the order decided to es- 
: tablish a monastery and retreat 
1 here, the old El Reposes property 
of 100 acres was purchased and 
Father Peter was transferred from 
: the parish duties to preside over 
that establishment. From there 
the missionary work of the order 
1 in Southern California has been 
! carried on and the plans have 
been made for the future building 
program. 

All the while Father Peter has 
gone in and out among the people 
of Sierra Madre, cheering with 
his ready wit and helping with his 
friendly word of encouragement. 
He has lent his aid to every 
movement in Sierra Madre, a 
I striking example being his early 
substantial backing of the arbore- 
i turn movement with the promise 
of land to increase the city’s 
holding adjacent to the monastery 
property. 

For fifty-four years- Father 
Peter has been with the Passion¬ 
ist Order, and forty-eight years 
of that time a clergyman. He has 
held parishes and has done mis¬ 
sionary work in St. Louis, Cin¬ 
cinnati, Chicago, Kansas City, and 
Corpus Christi. 

Thursday night the hall of St. 
Rita’s school was the scene of a 
farewell reception which was 
largely attended hy members of 
the parish and other friends. 
Father Hyacinth presided over the 
delightful program. Duets by Mrs. 
Randolph Wood and Mrs. J. N. 
Hawks, solos by Mrs. Wood and 
Jack Buchan and a reading by 
Mrs. H. E. Allen, all with accom¬ 
paniments by Miss Edith Ladd, 
were greatly enjoyed. Father j 
Hyacinth paid high tribute to the 
character and popularity of Father 
Peter, who responded with genial 
appreciation for the friendship the 
people of Sierra Madre have 
shown him. Arrangements fbr the 
reception were in charge of Mrs. 
W. J. Schiltz. 

Father Peter introduced his suc¬ 
cessor, Father Leander, commend¬ 
ing hi mto the friendship of all. 
Father Leander has been a mem¬ 
ber of the community at Monte 
Oliva for some time.

“The canyon has beautiful vis¬ 
tas,” said Mr. Adams. “It is per- 
I feet for your purposes. The 
grow-ths are numerous and not 
common. The trees and shrubs 
are diverse and fascinating to the 
person interested in plants. I am 
much impressed by the contours 
and the low cost of installing an 
arboretum. We need principally 
to remove the poison oak and 
other useless weeds. These are 
comparatively sparse. The rest 
of the veegtation simply requires 
casual attention to enhance its 
value to the utmost. 

“I am delighted with the rich- 
' ness of the flora and the beauty 
of the rocks and the trees. We 
need to clear the rocks and some 
of the trees and we must make 
some of the unhealthy trees and 
shrubs sound. A little surgery is 
indicated to preserve some of the 
most beautiful specimens. And 
these trees and shrubs are not so 
numerous so we can afford to sac- 
| rifice them. 

“I wish to emphasize this tho’t: 
Prompt action is necessary to 
preserve many of the plants that 
are in danger of destruction thru 
disease. The city should take 
hold of this problem immediately 
if the Botanical Society is not yet 
| able to do so. It should not be 
allowed to drag along. Save the 
flora in the canyon that is men¬ 
aced by decay. A little money 
spent now will save invaluable 
plants. Take old Phil Armour’s 
advice and ‘do it now!’ ’’ 

County- Forester Turner came to 
the canyon direct from the fire in 
the Baldwin ranch at Arcadia. He 
said the last time he had been 
in Bailey Canyon was ten years 
ago when he came to fight a fire. 
He feels the canyon requires ade¬ 
quate fire protection and protec¬ 
tion from erosion. 

He promised all the support his 
department can legitimately give. 

After the survey of the canyon 
the party had dinner at the Villa 
Mt. Wilson at the old Krebs home, 
where they were joined by Mr. 
and Mrs. John Osgood and Mrs, 
Kruckman.

“Why some real estate doe.; not 
sell,” might be the general topic 
of an interesting: discussion that 
has been going on recently among 
South Pasadena real estate deal¬ 
ers. So frequently were the com¬ 
plaints from property owner; who 
felt their property was the ob¬ 
ject of discrimination that a 
special survey was instituted. 

The conclusions of the survey 
might be applied with accuracy 
to a large amount of Sierra Marde 
property, in the opinion of local 
agents, exvept as it applies to 
apartment house and single family 
zones which are not segregated 
here. Because of its local bearing 
the following article is reprinted 
are two terms in real estate prac- 
from the South Pasadena Record: 

Depreciation and obsolescence 
tice that many people fail to take 
into consideration. Members of 
the South Pasadena Realty Board 
have been giving considerable 
study to this matter in the last 
few years because of conditions 
that are constantly being brought 
to their attention as individuals. 

“Many of our local citizens are 
wondering why real estate is not 
moving in this city, and while so 
many people are seemingly anx¬ 
ious to dispose of their property, 
they wonder why it does not sell,” 
said a member of the board. 

“Of course, it is apparent to all 
that at the present time property 
is not selling briskly in most com¬ 
munities, as well as here, and 
there are general reasons for this. 
But we shall not concern ourselves 
with these reasons at the present 
time. We are concerned in this 
statement with local conditions and 
we shall discuss them with an 
open mind in the light of what 
our rpal estate brokers have dis¬ 
covered from their experiences, in 
the hope that we can aid those 
who are really anxious to sell 
their property. 

Prices Too High 

“There are some owners who 
have had their places listed with 
various brokers for a considerable 
length of time. Any of these men 
would be glad to make a sale, if 
for no other reason than to receive 
the usual commission for such ser¬ 
vice, and many of them have 
worked hard and sacrificed a great 
deal of time and money in show¬ 
ing the property to prospective 
buyers. 

“It is also true that during the 
months and years in which the 
real estate brokers have had these 
listings on their files, there have 
been numerous inquiries for homes 
of every description so that it can 
not be said that there is no de¬ 
mand. 

“It is fair, therefore, to assume 
that the fault does not lie with 
the broker or that there is a lack 
of demand. Where does the trou¬ 
ble lie ? It is the conviction of 
the -realty men that the people of 
our city should take stock of their 
property in a thonghtful manner 
to ascertain what it is really 
worth in the present day. 

“There are certain types of 
houses in this city which do not 
begin to have the value that then- 
owners put upon them. The style 
of architecture is archaic; they are 
dark and gloomy and very unat¬ 
tractive. The interior finishing 
is inferior, the lighting, plumbing 
and other things are not modern 
and convenient. Then, too, there 
are manifest on every hand the 
inevitable signs of decay, depre¬ 
ciation and obsolescence, which 
play a tremendous part in lower¬ 
ing values. 

Locations Decadent 

“Location is another of the fac¬ 
tors which must be considered. 
The type of people which inhabit 
a community has a great deal to 
do with raising or lowering its 
character. These may change in 
a very short time, and values are 
materially affected thereby. It is 
readily seen that a house which 
cost $5000 to build ten or fifteen 
years ago, taking into considera¬ 
tion its own obsolescence and the 
decadence of the location, while 
newer sections are attracting with 
more mqdern conditions, would cer¬ 
tainly not be worth that amount 
to any sensible buyer of today. 
It follows, then, as a natural con¬ 
clusion, that the only sensible 
thing for people to do, who own 
such property, is to place such 
values upon it as are commensur¬ 
ate with the circumstances and ap¬ 
peal to the desirability of the buy¬ 
ing public. Let us illustrate. A 
1921 Ford might be in fairly good 
condition, able to run and get over 
the ground. It may do the work 
required of it in a certain kind of 
business, but it is old and dilapi¬ 
dated and no one with sound judg¬ 
ment would think of placing it on 
parity with an up-to-date model. 
Each year it has depreciated in 
value and is that much further 
along the road to obsolescence. 

Houses Obsolescent 

“Yet, this is just exactly what 
so many people fail to see when 
it comes to setting values upon 
their property. They think that 
because they paid a certain price 
for a house twenty or thirty years 
ago it is still worth that amount. 
The rule does not work in buying

other things, why property? 

“Sometimes a purchaser will pay 
a higher price for a piece of 
property than it is actually worth 
because it suits his fancy, or be¬ 
cause he wants to use it for some 
specific purpose. Then what hap¬ 
pens? All the people in the neigh¬ 
borhood begin to think that theii 
property is worth just as much 
as the fortunate seller received 
for his, and up go the prices out of 
all reason. They should learn that 
one sale of this kind is no cri¬ 
terion for the selling price of that 
which is inferior and undesirable. 
But, nevertheless, they have raised 
a barrier to the sale of property- 
in that community for some time. 

Good Demand 

“Members of the local realty 
board are constantly receiving re¬ 
quests for houses ranging from 
$5000 to $7000, but when they 
show their clients places that 
ought to come within these limits, 
considering age, style, location, the 
owners frequently ask a price far 
in excess of the true valuation. 
Tn fact, new- and modern houses 
could be built for less today than 
these people ask for their old, out- 
of-date structers. And they won¬ 
der why they can not sell. 

“Finally, if some of these own¬ 
ers, who appear to be so anxious 
to sell would expend a little money 
to improve their property, make a 
few necessary repairs, put on a 
little paint here and there, and 
otherwise clean up, the would-be 
purchaser might be able to see 
higher values and perhaps there 
would be some inducement to buy.

Mr. E. C. Eaton, chief engineer 
of the County flood control dis¬ 
trict, has written the following 
letter to property owners con¬ 
cerned in the improvement of the 
channel of the Little Santa Anita: 
"Dear Sir,: ' 

"The flood control district is 
proposing to construct in Sierra 
Madre Canyon a check dam and 
channel to control the flood water 
and protect property from dam¬ 
ages. 

“For the purpose of acquiring 
right of way for this work an 
easement of 30 feet in width is 
necessary. This easement will 
cross your property as staked out 
on the ground, and you are re¬ 
quested to sign the attached blank 
agreement in order that the dis¬ 
trict can proceed at once with this 
< .werkj. It is necessary for every¬ 
one owning a share, holding a 
mortgage, lease, etc., on the prop¬ 
erty to also sign the agreement. 
“For your information, the funds 
for this work have already been 
voted and are available without 
any further cost or assessment to 
the property owners. 

“The channel as proposed is to 
consist of two walls of rubble ma¬ 
sonry (rock and mortar) spaced 
from 25 feet to 30 feet apart, and 
about six feet in height. A gra¬ 
dient will be established and the 
channel bottom cleaned out to 
that point, leaving a natural rock 
bottom, the walls extending sev¬ 
eral additional feet below this 
grade. To prevent the accumula- 
tin of debris a concrete check dam 
will be built a short distance above 
the water company’s fence. 

“In order to expedite this work 
and allow as much as possible to 
be done prior to next flood season, 
it is requested that you and other 


owners sign this agreement at 
once in the presence of a witness 
and return it to the office of the 
flood control district.

Approximately that number—came 
into California by automobile dur¬ 
ing June. This estimate is based 
on the report of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California that 
a total of 23,842 automobiles were 
checked at the various gateways 
to the state and that is making 
allowance for the Automobile 
Club’s practice of allowing about 
tv.enty-flve per cent of these as 
California cars returning home. An 
average of three and one-tenth 
persons per car is figured. At 
the three direct gateways to 
Southern California—Yuma, Blythe 
and Daggett, 11,171 cars were 
checked as entering this June, an 
increase of 1825 over June 1926. 
On the same basis as worked out 
above, this indicates that 25,971 
motor tourists entered Southern 
California in June through the 
three Southern gateways.

Coast Defense Is 
Largely Motorized 

The defense of the Pacific in 
a large measure has been motor¬ 
ized, says G. K. Spencer, in un 
article appearing in the August 
issue of Touring Topics. Mr. 
Spencer describes many units of 
mobile equiptment which have 
been added to the army of defense 
organization for the protection of 
this coast, including tanks, air¬ 
plane conveyors and motorized 
field guns.

WNo one bread is essential for 
JPchild’s health. If he has a well 
b alanc ed diet of milk, fruits and 
MflBkbles, cereal, eggs and some 
mn^Bhe can have one kind of 
breacMis well as another, provided 
it is well made in any case. Well 
made whole grain breads do give 
the vitamins and minerals of the 
cereal grains. The child also is 
getting these from his other foods 
and aditional ones will not harm 
provided the child’s digestive tract 
is not irritated by roughage of 
the whole grain. 

However, white bread made with 
whole milk as “mother made it,” 
has some minerals and vitamins 
restored which the milker took 
away as well as the good gifts of 
milk. 

Variety works well at times 
with a child in breads and cereals.
